St. Louis, Nov. 20. — Letters have 
been received iu this city from John E. 
McGrath, one of tho chiefs of the 
government expedition for the survey of 
Alaska, dated August 19 and 21, that 
the part of the expedition which 
he commands had at that time 
navigated the Yukon river further 
tliHii any steamer ever went before, and 
will during the coming winter travel 
through the unexplored land. McGrath 
speaks of the miserable poverty and 
filth of the Indians. Game and tish are 
very abundant. It ia difficult, he says, 
to believe one is in Arctic land when 
you observe the luxuriant forests, green 
grass, llowers and warmth of the days, 
but dig down ten inches anywhere and 
tho ground will be found fro/ou hard, 
-■^t Mulato they have dug twejity-five 
feet to get water, and the ground was 
frozen all tho way down. In spite of 
chis the weather wus so warm every man 
is going around in his shirt sleeves. 
Mo.squitos are plentiful and ferocious. 

He says: "We reached Fort Yukon, 
July 2, and our parties separated. Tyr- 
iier and hia party went up Porcupine 
River, and I am making my way slowly 
up to the boundary. Tyrner ia the first 
man to take a steamer up l^orcupine 
River. The river is a regular mountain 
stream, rising with every rain and fal- 
ling iinmediately afterwards. Tyruer 
stuck at low stage und progressed forty 
miles. Fort Yukon is but a namo now. 
There is not a stick of one of its houses 
left. The houses of tho Hudson Bay 
Company have been allowed to go to 
ruin. The moose are plentiful und olieap 
but the people eat anything they oar 
get up here which will not poison them 
Miners are miserably poor. The store 
keeper at Forty Mile creek had $15,- 
000 worth of bad debts on bis books 
this spring, and still, I am told, 
the man who comes into his store with- 
out a dollar gels as good treutinciit as he 
who has the cash to pay for what he 
get.s. He gets money if the minors can 
make it, and if they don't ho loses. 
The fioiitiersnieu stand together ind 
help each other through thick and thin. 
Lust year a solitary miner was killed Vjy 
un Indian over at Kocjubuk river. Ho 
was the lirst one ever touched. A big 
band of miners traveled nearly a thou 
sand miles and hanged the Indian mur- 
derer, Uising a whole season's work by 
their trip." 

The second letter, bearing date of 
August 21st, says as follows i Time 
has been dreadfully hard with the 
minora this year, it has ruined nearly 
tho whole spring and summer in this 
neighborhood, and in consequence the 
streams have become torrents, washing 
out water wheels, shiiciis, sluice-boxes, 
etc., and preventing tho miners from 
doing anything. Wages are high, <6 u 
day when you work, but they work so 
little that they would prefer $50 a month 
and grub. I don't expect to get any 
more letters out this year nor in the 
tipring. I have no dogs and therefore 
no way to send them."

AMERIGAN CONGRESS. 



Tbe BraKllian Hinister Joins the 
Conference. 



Tbe New Bepublio Joyfully Welcomed 
Into the Bislerhood of Ainerl- 
can BepabUca. 



Washinoion, Nov. 2L— Secretary 
Blaine called the International Ameri- 
can Congress to order proihptly at 1 p. 
ni. to-day. The conference at once pro- 
ceeded to couaider tho report of tho 
committee on rules. The discussion of 
the rules was soon interrupted by the 
appearance of Dr. Valanto, the Brazilian 
minister, and also a delegate to the con- 
ference, who announced that he and his 
colleagues were now ready to take their 
seats in the conference and submit their 
credentials from the Republic of Brazil. 

This caused a sensation iu the confer- 
ence, and Mr. Henderson, American 
delegate, at once prepared and proposed 
tbe passage of the following resolution; 
"That this conference joyfully welcomes 
the United States .of Brazil into the 
sisterhood of American republics." 

Tho delegates from Columbia and San 
Salvador thoiight the proposition [irema- 
ture. Senor Romero, Mexican minister 
and delegate from Mexico, believed- tho 
resolution could not be carried unani- 
mously. He moved to lay it on the 
table. 

This brought Henderson to his foot, 
who in a short speech eloquently and 
forcibly expliuned the motives and feel- 
ings which prompted him to oiler this 
resolution. He supposed tho Brazilian 
delegate had authority to act for tho re- 
public. If that was tho ease it com- 
plottid tho circle of American republics. ' 
Ho would hail with equal pleasure the 
announcement that England, or .Spain, 
or Hussio liad adoptcu republican in- 
stitutions. To him all times ond 
all places were proper for republicans to 
express a desire to see all countries re- 
publics. He felt sorry his South .Amer- 
ican friends could not all give it imme- 
diate attention and endorsement. It was 
a remarkable revolution. It was tho 
most complete and perfect revolution, 
uml bolter than all ravolulions on Am- • 
eriean soil, it whs bloodless. 

After some expression of views from 
different delegates favoring postpone- 
ment, the motion to lav on tho table 
prevailed, Uruguay and Venezuela alone 
voting against it. 

The following despatch to the Brazil- 
ian minister, daten Rio De Jxnciro, 
Nov. 2l8t, was then read and referred 
to the committee on credentials : "Pro- 
visional Government conlirms tho power 
given to Your ExcoUonoy and Senors 
Pereira and Meiidoiica." (Signed) 
Bucayur, secretary of state lor the Pro- 
visional Government of Brazil." 

The conference then resumed ooiiHid^. 
oration of the report if the committee 
on rules, and at i.30, after adopting 
Homo pf the rules reported, but without 
finishing them, adjourned un Ml Monday. 
Congress to-day agreed to a rule report- 
ed by the committee fixing Mondays, 
Weilnesdays and Fridays of each week 
from two until 6 p. nt. , for their ses- 
sions.

FIFTY YEA US A(l(). 

The Riglit Hon. .Sir llcmy l-'-UioLl 
tells tliu woilil ill u iiiMsl iiiteieating 
paper in tlie Novunibur number of llie 
Nineteenth Century what Australia 
like fifty ycare ago. Tlio narrative 
reads ulnioat like a scrap of ancient his- 
tory. Fifty years ago there were no 
ocean steanisliips, no telogrii])hie cables. 
Australia was then u very distant mid 
most mysterious land, known to most 
people as "Botany Bay," the dreadful 
place to which the worst criminals v. ere 
sent to expiate their evil deeds. The 
voyage was made, even by a colonial 
governor, in a sailing vessel, not ton 
well found or too well manneil. 'J'lie 
voyage. Sir Henry says, was seldom 
performed in less than four months, and 
often took much larger. 

"Tlie ves.sels were for tlie most pint 
small, ill found, iiiid iiidiiVerent sailers 
the acconiniodatiun was tlie reverse of 
luxurious, the allowance of fiesli walei' 
to the passengers veiy liiiiited, and even 
in the best ot tlieiii the feuding such as 
wcmUl now Ije uoiisidered detestable; and 
they were fiequeiitly coniiiianded by 
moat iiicoiiipetent iiuislera, of wlioiii 
I may give as a sample a 
captain with whom 1 once sailed. 
We liud hud a long spell of very bad 
weather, and when at last the captain 
had been able to gut an observation I 
found him marking out our position on 
the chart, and asked wlicreabouts he 
made us out to beV 'Well,' aaiil lie, 
'the reckoning puts us- here, but, allow- 
ing a hundred miles for error of chron- 
ometer, I calculate we must be about 
here (showing another spot); you sec 
the main spring of niy clironometer was 
broken and I got it spliced ut Sydney, 
and.I think it must be out a linndred 
miles by this time.' " 

'The vessel thit Sir Henry went out in 
as aide-de-camp to Sir J. Franklin was 
a barque of only 800 tons, as full as it' 
could hold of freight and passengers of 
all condition.). Tliey left England in 
August, and arrived at Hobert Town a 
little before Christinas, 183G. The cii- 
; tire population of Van Dicmen's laiul 
was: then under 40,000, of which fully 
one half were convicts, either libei uted 
or working out their time. .Sir Henry 
gives his readers a piece of information 
whicli will be now to nio.st people. 
Although the name of the penal colony 
was Botany ■ Bay, and was so called 
even by judges on the, bench, 
"not a single convict was ever landed at 
Botany Bay from the first day to the 
last of the continuance of the ayslciii of 
transportation. Botany May wasimiiulby 
Captain Philip, who bioiiglit the tirsl 
convicts to Australia, to be wholly un- 
.fit for settlement on account of tlie 
want of water, so he landed his priaon- 
ers at Port Jaekaon, where the great 
town of .Sydney now stands. 

Sir Henry tells a number of stories 
about the convicts, their conduct, and 
how they were managed. Many of tlieiu 
were assigned as servants to the fiec set- 
tlers. For the mo.Ht part tliey behaved 
well. Ho Kiiyii : 

"During the tluee years and a half 
that I was in the colony, 1 liad a groom 
whose sentence of death hud been coin: 
muted to transportation for life, und a 
better or more trustworthy servant 
could not be seen. He bud the entire 
charge of my riding horses, as well as of 
some young ones and bropd mares, with- 
out my ever having a word of fault to 
find witii him from first to last ; and 
when I got him the tinket-of-leavc he 
had well earned und kept him: on up 
good wages; he continued as well-bo- 
hiived us ever. But persons fresh from 
Englund full uncointortuble at (irst 
•Wben they found tliemaelvea aur- 
rguniled liy a wliolu Iiduhc- 
hold of men and women comiectiMl and 
transported for some more or less seri- 
ous felony, and 1 particularly ieniem- 
ber the liorror of a young lady, wlu- 
married not long after her arrival, on 
finding that the ciicik her liiisbanil had 
secured for her had Ijeen sent out for 
poisoning or atl('iii|)liiig to poison, llie 
family witli wliicli slu; lived. .Slie was 
willing to put up with the oilier .ser- 
vants who were only cuiivicted lliicvus 
and Hueli like, but a poisoning cook was 
more than alio could stand, tliougli liei- 
husband who hud been for some yeara in 
the colony could hardly understand her 
refusing a gooil artiste on suoli trifling 
grounds." 

.Strange as it may ajipi^ar, this young 
liusband's conliilcnce in the ciinviul ser- 
vants does mil appear to have lieeii mis- 
placed. Though placed in positiona in 
whicli tliey could iiijiii e the persons in- tlie 
property of mastci s ami inistresaeH wlio 
by all uccoiiiits did not use tlieni a bit 
too well, tliey very seldom cominitled a 
crime. Sir Henry speaks of feeling 
a little nervous ut first wlion 
he found himself in tlio bush with 
■ome half ' a doMn men, every 
one of thopi a convict. Nothing was 
easier for tlieso big fellows than to dis- 
arm him und murder him, but I hoy 
never siiowed tlie sligtest disposition to 
Ao him the loust hnrm. This shows 
that it is possible to make a good citizen 



of even a hardened o iminal. It is evi- 
dent tliut Sir Henry came to Wkvi and 
even to resi>ect his convict grooin, und 
no d'i>ubt thcru wore many who, when 
thay were trusted and well treated, 
acted iu the same way. In these days 
und. ill this as well an in other countries, 
nion and women who have commit- 
ted crimes stand very little chance of 
over becondng useful members of society, 
i'liere is no placi^ of repentance (oiindfor 
them. The criminal, after ho has been 
convicted and has suffered the punish- 
ment awarded for his crime is ever after 
shunned and distrusted and deapised. 
I.ct him go where lie iiiuy Ihero is 
always some one who knows his unhappy 
history, und has not sense enough or 
^t)od feeling enough to keep his secret. 
Tlieii as soon as it comes out that he has 
committed a crime and has been pun- 
ialied for it bo dwU himself surrounded 
by a new atinosphere, und he tinds that 
liu must go where he is not known or 
consort with those who are worse than 
liiinself, and whose influence . will drug 
him down so low that he will not oven 
have the wish to lead a good life or to bo 
well thought of by decent people. 

Fifty yeain ago what is now known 
as Australia had no existence. What is 
tii-duy the rich and flourishing colony of 
V i ctoria was not then founded. Si r H on ry 
Klliot paid u visit to Port Phillip, which 
was then the name of what is now the 
site of Melbourne. Sir Henry, who 
visited the place apparently to attend 
the first sale of land, gives the following 
description of what ho saw : 

"Those who know the Melbourne of 
the. present day with its jrapulatiou of 
iieurly 400,000 iuhubitunls', must find it 
>lil)icult to believe that it could have 
I ecu seen by persons Still living, as it 
M ILS by iiie when I Was already ui grown- 
up man, when there i'WUS ^not:a. dozen 
lirick houses in it jand^j.pnjy.- some 
straggling rows of whati^in: the„ .expres- 
sive colonial term, was called 'wattle 
.111(1 dub' huts. But that was its' 'State 
wlieii 1 WHS there about a year after the 
iDWiiship had been laid out, and while 
il was considered very iloubtfnl wlietlier 
( ieeloiig, on the western side of the bay, 
would not be substituted fur it as the 
principal settlement." 

We in Americji have witnessed the 
sudden growth of many cities, but evei 
lu'ie such a rapid rise as thai of Mel 
bourne would bo conaidered remarkable. 
When the progress of the world chuing 
the lost half century is reviewed tlie ap- 
pearance of a new nation in the South- 
ern Hemisphere will not be the least 
wonderful of its many wonderful 
changes. 



Cdn^o coHiitry.'the Uat time until now. 
It i« ;io| likely .'.however, that the world 
will remain lung in Ignorance us to the 
way in which Stanley effected the res- 
cue of Emin Bey. If the last accounts 
uro authentic the brave men with their 
gnUant little army will soon \m within 
tlio bounds of civilization, and Ihe whole 
wonderful story of the relief and rescue 
of Emin Bey will be known to the 
world.

NEWS FROM STANLEY. 

Every now and then news of .Stanley 
reaches clie civilized world. Exactly 
liDW much credit ought to lie given to 
the latest reports no one seems to know. 
If those reports contain any trutli, Stan- 
ley with his followers accompanied by 
iMiiiii Bey and his little army is on his 
way to the east coast of Africa. What 
has happened from the time that Stan- 
ley last left the Ariiwiini on his re- 
turn journey to the country occupied by 
Kmin Bey is not very well known. The 
report Qoes that when he had in Janu- 
ary last arrived at the part of the Coun- 
try in which he could communicate with 
Emin, he heard that that brave man 
liad been attacked, that his garrison 
bad tiuiiud traitors and that 
lie was either a prisoner in the hands 
of his enemies or a fugitive. The 
.story is by no means clear. If Enun 
was made prisoner by the Dervishes 
it is not easy to see how he could i 
have joined Stanley, who was waiting' 
fur him. It is more likely that Emin 
had not fallen into the liaiula of his eiio- 
lilies and ibat as soon as lie knew where 
SUinley was he hastened to joiu him. 

It will be remembered that last year 
news came to Europe by way of Soua- 
kin that Emin and another white nuin 
had been taken prisoners liy the .\Ialidi. 
Proofs of the capture were sent to lien- 
,M al ( Irenfell. But the story Wiis be- 
lieved to have been invented by Osman 
Digmu for purposes of his own. It turns 
out, however, that there was some 
truth in it for it tallies in some particu- 
lars with the rumors that liave leuch- 
cil Ivvirope purporting to come 
fidiii .Stanley. It wus in January 
that .Stanley lirst heard of Eniin's 
disaster. He appears to ' have waited 
for Emin until May. Then he turned 
bis face to the Kuat. ITe had a long 
and ilaiigoroiia journey before hiiii, cov- 
ering, it is said, ten degrees of barren, 
treeless, waterless desert, almost under 
the equator. Much of the cciuiili y be- 
tween him and the sen was unexplored, 
and all of it is inhabited by tribes which 
are by no Hieaiia friendly to the white 
man. If the accounts are true .Stanley 
b.is with him ii huge force of campara 
lively well-traineil men, and he knows 
how to deal with the African savage. 
The greater part of the distance has 
been travelled, and it can hardly be 
doubted that he will finish his long 
murch to the sea safely. 

It is now more than two years since 
.Stanley set out in search of Emin Bey. 
1 1 was on September I, IHS?", that he 
licgaii bis jimrnoy lliniiigli a vast and 
uiie.'iplored wilderness. The obstacles 
he met appeared to bo insurmountable. 
But they were not so to him. The in- 
habitants of the country were hostile 
and opposed his advance. Food was 
scarce and diflicult to be ]ir(icured. The 
.•iiuiilry was dillicnlt. In some places 
l.liere were impassublo swamps across 
the route he . had marked out, and in 
others forests that were almost impeno- 
trahlo barred the way. Ho and his 
men suHercd fnim sickness and hunger 
.tiiil fatigue. But in spile of every dan- 
,'er and every diltioiilly Stanley kept on 
liis way. Ho was in the wilderness un- 
til February ot the next year. .Hjb 
found Emin safe und unwilling to leave 
the c<iuntry. Ho had barely time to 
test his men when ho went buck 
to the Aiiiwimi to see what had 
bccomu of Tippo Tib, .Major Bertlio- 
lot and men and aiipplies that 
wore to hd,ve followed him. He reached 
Iknialyu after having sntrorod dreadful 
liardships. Ho found there that Major 
Bertholot had been inurdorod and his 
supplies stolen. But the undaunted 
traveller was not disheartened, (living 
his men a little time to recruit ho 
muiclied oust again, going over the 
dreary route a third time. Whiui he 
reached tiiO country occupied by Emin 
Bey h.e found tlwt it had fallen into the 
hands of the oneniy. What means ho 
then took to eommiinleate with Emin 
are not known, and thoio is but ,i very 
hazy and imperfect account of what 
took place from the time he left the

The 
snow is going off. The cattle are brows- 
in^ on tho bunuh grass. The coulees are 
full of running water. Doors are ajar, 
windows are open, and ovoryboily is <iut 
in theopenair. Tho chinook has wrought 
the miracle. 

CATTLK KNOW THE SIGNS. 

In tho closing liours of the constitu- 
tional convention of Washington, a dele- 
gate offered a resolution to the ellect 
that there be ineorporated in tho instru- 
ment a dccluratinn that natives of this 
new state bo known hereafter aa "chi- 
nookers.'" The appropriateness of tho 
name, ho argued, was found in the f.act 
that Chinook nieaii.s a warm breath. He 
believed it was nuicli better than the 
present cu.stom of ealling Washington 
pepple west of the Cascades "clam eat- 
ers," and those on the east side "bmich 
grassers." 

Mr. S. Q. Co.sgrove, of Poineroy, is the 
department couiniander of the Grand 
Army of the Republic of Wa.shington. 
Telling of what he had known the chi- 
nook to accomplish, Mr. Oosgrove said 
this: 

"I have seen eight foot of snow — that 
is, eight feet measured as it fell from 
time to time — go olV the ground here in 
twelve hour.s. That was ilio hardest 
winter I have known iu Washington. 
Usually tho chinooks are so frequent 
that the snow lids no .opportunity to ac- 
" cumulate. But that winter it lay nine- 
teen days before melting. Tho farmers 
had not prepared for it, and cattle had a 
liard time getting through. There was 
an interesting exhibition of the instinct 
of tho poor brutes. At the very first 
sign of tha cliinook tho old cowa, which 
liiid been about to drop witli luinger, 
could bo seen slaggcrliig toward the tops 
of the hills. Tlie^' seemed to know that 
thero tho snow would melt fastest and 
the grass lie uneoveroi.1 soonest. In east- 
ern Wasliinj^ton you can see.. teams 
working in the lields every month in the 
winter. Wo have days whicli are cold, 
and when the grotnid freezes to some 
depth, liul one day's chinooking will 
take all the frost out of the ground. You 
may not believe it, but I have seen six 
inches of frost go out of the ground in 
one hour.'" 

BOSIF. Ul MAItlCVBLi: THINOS. 
Ex-(}overnor Semiile, who islho au- 
thority on all .snob subjects, says the chi- 
nook is a balmy wind that comes from 
the Karo Siroo, the great Japanese cur- 
rent of the I'acilk'.. Tho chinook is a 
cool wind in .suriinuT ;uul .n warm wind 
in winter. To it is iluo the absence of 
extremes in li-mpeiatures. People in 
Washington do not freeze to death in 
winter, nor are they ever sunstruck in 
summer. Long ^-ears of close observa- 
tion have taught the ex-governor many 
interesting things about this curiouB 
wind. One of ^lle3e things is that al 
times tho chinook is odoriferous, as if 
spico laden from tlie tropics. 

"Tho cliinook," said tlio e.v-governor, 
"is 80 gentle upon ordinary occasions 
that its presence cannot bo noted by its 
motion, and yel it i.s almost miraculous 
in its ellects. .Snow and ice disappear 
before it with great rapidity. It seeniR 
to bo able to blow for long distances be 
tween walls of colder air without partiiif; 
witli il.s heat. Soriu'tiuies it eonsliluteH 
an ujiper current, in wlileh case the re- 
markable spectacle Is witnessed of snow 
melting on the mountain tops whilu ther- 
mometers in tlie valleys register below 
the freezing point. At other times it i."- 
the surface current and follows the 
gorges and valleys as a Hood might fol 
low tlaun. It .seems to bear healing upon 
its wings, liko Handolphon, tlio Angel of 
Prayer. This wind sometimes penetrates 
as far as tlio upper stretches of the Mis- 
souri, anil even tempers Iho air on the 
plains of the Dakolas, Wherever it {;oes 
tho ch;ii/is (jf wiiiler are unloosed and 
tho ico bound riveis are sot free. 

"The chinook is the iiatuial enemy of 
the odious east wind, and, wliilo ordi- 
'^-'iidrily it yields its influence as gently 
as tho zephyrs thai waft the thistle 
downs ill autumn, still thero are times 
"' when the winds eii^;;ige in giant conflicts 
and fight for Kupieiuaey. now in the 
upper, then in the lower strata, on tho 
mounlaiiis and in the valleys, alternate- 
ly driving each other baelt and forth. 
Bwayiiig the trees, tos.siii},' the leaves, 
and awirling the rain drops or the crys- 
tals of snow. Hut the combat is never 
long, (liid the victory is always with the 
chinook. The iiib.aliilants east of the 
Cascade mountains, when winter lias 
seized them and the east wind dashes 
BHow in their faces, pray for the chinook 
to come. They look by day lor its moist 
front, anil listen by night for the nuihe 
of ity eoiiihat with the east wind, iiiid 
when it reaches I hem they rejoice. Such 
is tho chinook, the hlessi.'il wind of 'the 
far northwest. "--i'onieroy (Wash.) Cor. 
Kt. I.ouis filobeiDemoerat.

rirtiiiting the right and privilei;o of 
erecting, conBtrucling, maintaining 
and operating a Diatrict Tolegrupli 
System in the City of Victoria, 
Province of British Columbiu, ti> 
the tinderuientioned persons or thuir 
assigns. 

Bb iTENA07BD,by the'Mayorand Council 
of the Corporation of the City of Victoria, 

us follows :- 

Kuotion 1.- That F. E. Clark. C. G. Perkins 
and J. F. Mcliityro.of PorLTownsend.W.T., 
iiid l'\ ti. Iliulmrds, Jr., of Victoria, Prov- 
nuc of Uritish Columbia, and their assigns, 
hereinafter rallied "granteca," bo and liiey 
hereby are granted for the period of m 
oars, the right' and privilege of erecting, 
constructing, maliitklnlng, and operating 
und using in, along, afid over and under 
any und all tho streets of the City of 
Victoria, what is known as the District 
Telegraph .System. 
Section 2.— The said grantees ahnil have 
he right to and shiiU erect the poles and 
stretcli the wires of their suld Telegniph 
System so as not to interfere with the fre 

nd unobstructed use of tlie streets for 
travel, nnd shall erect the polos of tholr 
telegraph at such points In tho streets and 
place the wires of their tolegraph at sucli 
points nnd at atioh holglit as ahiUl be de.sig 
nated by thd'Street coinmltteo of said eity. 
Said liolea'dliall bo dressed and painted In 
neat and satisfactory manner and shall 
not bo less tliuu thirty (30) feet in heiuhl 
and properly proportioned throughout 
subject to the direction and control of tht 
comnilltee on street Iniprovoments of said 

ity. 

Section 3.— That whenever it shall be 
come necessary .for. the erection or repulr 
of such telegraph for said grantees to dig 
into or in any manner int«rforo with any 
public street or any ..part thereof, the 
grantees and their assigns shall have the 
right S3 to do, and shall witliout delay put 
tho street in. as good conditl m aa It was 
before it was so broken up, dug or disturbed, 
and ahnll remove from tbestreotall surplus 
aund, earth, rubbiali or ■ otlior' material 
caused thereby. 

Section 4.— That whenever any person or 
persons, c6nii)dhy dr"cOrixiratlon, shall 
have obtained pomiission of the coinmit' oe 
on streets and publio property to remove 
any building, structure or bdlflcia through 
any street or alrcots of sfUd^plt^r of Ylcto- 
rla, with which the UoH^§;;^hrM of the 
grantees shall In any maniior Interfere, tho 
said grantees shall, upon twenty-fourhoiirs 
notice from such iHirson or persons, co n- 
pany or corporation, raise or remove said 
lines or wires so as to allow free and unob- 
structed passage of any such building, 
atructuro or edifice, and If thosuid grantees 
shall neglect or refuao upon such notice to 
remove or raisi) aucli line or linos, said lino 
or lines shall be removed or raised by the 
street commissioner at the expense of said 
«rantees so us to ndniit; of tho free passage 
of such building or other edillce orstruo 
turo. . 

Section ,").— That whenever it shall bo 
necessary in grading nny street or alley of 
said city, or in building any sidewalk, or 
making any other improvement thereon, 
to remove any pole or poles belonging to 
said granl.cc8, or on which any line or lines, 
wlreorwirca, belonging to said gnmtees 
shall be stretched or fastened, the said 
grantees shall, upon receiving twenty-four 
hours notice from tho contractor, or other 
person having cliarge of such grading or 
other improvemont, rcraovo such' pole or 
poles, and If .sjiid grnnLeoa ui)on such notice 
shull neglect or refuse to move sucli polo 
or poles, then such polo or poles sliiill be 
remove<l by the street commissioner at the 
expense of said gruntces. 

Section C— That it sliall ho unlawful for 
any person imloss authorized by snid 
grantees to interfere, meddle with, injure 
or remove any of tho tolegraph poles, wires, 
boxes or appaiatua belodglng or appertain- 
ing to said telegraph system. Provided, 
however, that thopoloa and other apiuira- 
tus of said grantees may bo removed in t ho 
manner provided In Section 5 hereof. 

Seclinu 7.— That Iho siiid grantees here- 
by unree and covenant to iudemnify the 
Corporation of the City of A'ictoriu from 
nny injury arising from or any casualty or 
accident to person or property by reason of 
any neglect or oniisalon to keep said poles 
and wires in a safe condition, and for all 
valid claims against said city for damage 
caused by aald poles or wires, or by any 
works, alterations,' repairs ' or Iniprove- 
mcnts in oonnootion with tho works herein 
contemplated.

The stcatiiahip Willamette, which ar- 
rived at Seattle from Portland on Wed- 
nesday, had a very narrow escape from 
collision with an unknown schooner iu 
the Straits un Wednesday morning 
about 1 :30 o'clock. 

At the time tho Willamette wasatiiiul- 
ing up the Straits headed east ono-lialf 
south, and the vcaael with which she 
nearly cuUidcil waa heating up the 
Straits and was on a tack to the south, 
her course bringing her right across thu 
Willaniotte, It was pitch dark and 
raining hard. First Oflicer Hanson was 
iu charge of the Willamolte and ou 
deck at the time. 

A light which was thought to be at 
the mast-head of some passing steamer 
was the first intimation of the presence 
of the other vessel. The light drew 
near, when it was discovered that it waa 
a green one, 

Before anything could be done toward 
cliunging the course of thu ciillier, the 
oiitliiicH of a large tlirce-maateil schoon- 
er loomed up iu the inky darkness juat 
ahead, and not 200 feet away. It was 
too lute to stop I he Willamette and go- 
ing astern of the craft wus out of tlie 
question. First Officer Hansen saw this 
at a gUnuo and decided to run across 
her Ikjw, The wheel was ordered hard 
aport and the speed inoreased. It was 
a trying moiiiont for the otficers and 
watch on the deck of the Willamette, 
When her bow crossed tho course of the 
vessel she did not scum fifty fcot aM'iiy, 
Rapidly tho big iron vessel forged 
ahead, but' it seemed to tho men on Tier 
deck, who were alive to tho danger, that 
she moved like a siiuil. 

The fears of the Willauiotto'a oUieera 
were abort lived, it aoou becoming ap- 
parent that she would clear the vesi 
and she would have done so, and 
cupcd without a scratch, but for her un- 
usually long stem llagstall'. The jil 
boom of the unknown craft caught it 
and ua the two vessels nioveil away froii 
each other, at right angles, snii]iped 
it oil" like a pipe stem. 

The WilluiiietiB wus not atopped, and 
if tbe Hclioiiner with which she came so 
near colliding was in any way injured it 
was not ascertniued. 

The <illicera oF the Willamette have no 
idea what the schooner's name is 
where alie hails from.
